1 . The subject-matter of present claim 1 appears to comply with the requirements of 
Article 33(1) to (3) PCT, since none of the prior art documents neither suggests 
nor discloses a cleansing block comprising a first region containing a bleach and a 
second, adjacent region comprising a bleach incompatible component and 
wherein both regions do not comprise the same hydrophobic component. 

2. However, present claim 5 does not comply with Article 33(1) and (2) PCT for the 
reasons set out below: 

2.1 Present claim 5 defines a lavatory cleansing block obtainable by an extrusion 
process. Although the claim has be drafted as a "product-by-process ,, -claim, it is 
nevertheless directed to the product per se, regardless of specific type of 
production. 

2.2 The claimed lavatory cleansing block is obtained by extruding two different 
compositions, wherein one composition comprises a bleach and the second 
composition comprises a bleach-incompatible component, which is a perfume. 

2.3 However, the claim does not reflect that the cleansing block comprises two 
distinctive layers (regions). In contrast to the teaching of the specification, claim 1 
covers also cleansing blocks, which have been prepared by extrusion of the two 
compositions leading to a homogeneous mixture of those two compositions. It is 
submitted that it is not longer possible to identify the single compositions in the 
final extrudate. Thus, any lavatory block comprising a bleach and e.g. a dye or a 
bleach-sensitive perfume anticipates the novelty of claim 1 . The subject-matter of 
claims 2 to 17 is also known from prior art compositions. (Cf. e.g. D1 , sample on 
page 5) 

3. Moreover, claim 5 does not comply with Article 33(1) and (2) PCT for the reasons 
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set out below: 

D1 (page 5) discloses a 2-layered lavatory cleansing tablet, wherein the first layer 
(A) comprises a bleach and the second layer (B) comprises a perfume (pine oil). It 
is presently not excluded that the perfume may be present in all layers. 

4. Claims 5 and 12 do not comply with Article 33(1) and (3) PCT. Both claims are 
supposed to claim lavatory blocks comprising 2 regions wherein incompatible 
components are separated. This principle of preventing the degradation of 
components which are not compatible, was well established before the priority 
date of the present application (cf. D1 , page 2, first paragraph). 

Moreover, in view of applicants submissions dated 06.1 1 .2000, it appears to be 
essential to the present invention that both layers/regions do not comprise the 
same hydrophobe. Since claims 5 and 12 do not comprise this essential feature, 
they lack an inventive step, too. 

VII. The specification was not adapted to the claims. 
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
